Welcome and thank you for choosing to send your child to Sandblasters Nature Camp on Jetty Island. Our goal is to 
provide a safe, healthy, fun, creative and educational camp experience.  We will explore the Jetty’s unique 
ecosystems and gain a greater appreciation for nature. Activities will include educational programs, nature walks, 
beach time, water play and arts and crafts. Our staff work hard to create an environment conducive to making new 
friends and having fun while learning about Jetty Island.  If you have questions, concerns or special requests please 
contact me in the morning before we depart for the jetty or in the afternoon when the campers return to the mainland.  
If you have an emergency and need to contact us during camp, please call the Jetty Kiosk at 425-257-8304.  
 

Please send with your camper the following everyday: 
 

 Sack lunch - an ice pack in the lunch is recommended since there is no refrigeration on the island 

 Water bottle - a great tip is to freeze two inches of water in the bottle overnight to keep drinks cool 

 Swimsuit, towel, sunscreen- Please wear swimsuit under clothes, as changing accommodations are limited 

 Light jacket or sweatshirt  

 Sturdy, comfortable walking shoes 

 A hat and sunglasses 

 Daypack - to carry belongings in. Please label your child’s belongings to aid us in returning lost and found 
items. 

 Sunscreen - Please apply sunscreen before camp, and send additional sunscreen with your child. If sunscreen 
is not provided for your child and the staff feel it is necessary to add more due to weather we will do so with our 
own generic sunscreen. If you do not wish for the staff to apply our sunscreen please see the Camp Director. 

 

Please have your child ready to meet the following expectations: 
 

 Be polite and courteous – aggressive behavior, bullying, name calling, teasing etc. are not appropriate 
behaviors   

 Be ready to learn – recreation and beach/water play time is included but we take education seriously! 

 Be ready to try new things – every day is an adventure on Jetty Island. 

 Be organized and attentive – knowing where your shoes (towel, lunch, etc.) are helps camp run smoothly. 

 Be safe, listen to directions – docks, water/currents, driftwood, camp fires and other potential hazards exists. 
Safety is our highest concern.  

 
A completed Sandblasters Nature Camp Information Form is required at check-in the first day of camp.  Please 
note that we must have this form before your child can participate in the Sandblasters Nature Camp. 
 
The staff will meet the campers at the Jetty Island Kiosk between 9:30-9:45, our ferry leaves at 10:00 AM. We will be 
returning on the 4:45 ferry for the parent pick up at the Jetty Island Kiosk at the 10

th
 St. Boat Launch and Marine 

Park. In addition to a personal check-in each morning, an authorized parent or other pre-approved person must sign 
out your child each evening by 5:00 PM.  In the event of heavy rain the Jetty Island will be closed and the bad 
weather plan will go into effect. Start and ending times and locations will remain the same and parent sign-out 
expectations will be maintained.

If 
the island is closed for the day, the camp will relocate to another venue.  Transportation will be 
via Everett Park vans driven by the Nature Camp staff.  If your child uses a booster seat, please bring 
it to the van and assist with properly securing the seat.   
 
Here are some options we use on a full day closure:  
 

 Forest Park – swim center, animal farm and use of picnic shelter and covered spaces  

 Silver Lake city beach – canoes, kayaks, disc golf, nature woods walks, fishing 

 Cama Beach State Park – rocky shore, hiking, fire pit, Center for Wooden boats  
 

 
We will go to the island every day the island is open; so if it looks drizzly, please send a rain 
coat or extra warm clothes.  If there is a closure after we arrive on the island, we will go on a boat 
cruise or stay under our covered area and do our programs there.    
 
These options are not all-inclusive, and a final plan will be provided at 9:45 at the Jetty Island Kiosk.  
Please send a swimsuit and towel as we can swim at the Forest Park Swim Center  
 
While rainy weather can bring challenges, there are lots of activities and programs for us to explore 
and have fun with.
